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"All Concur." — A Pennsylvania judge has ruled that, while the 
prognostications of the Weather Bureau may be considered as evi- 
dence of what the weather will be, they are not conclusive. No dis- 
senting opinion was filed, and up to date nobody has committed con- 
tempt of court by disputing the soundness of the holding. We can 
only conjecture whether this unusual unanimity is based on judicial no- 
tice of matters of common knowledge (see Evidence, § 5, in the Key 
Number Series), or on the experience common to judges of every- 
thing, except the weather, of leaving home on a day prognosticated as 
"Fair" without goloshes and a gum coat. — West Publishing Company's 
Docket.
